George Washington’s football season came to a close Friday evening 
with the testimonial dinner given the team by members of the trustees, 
faculty ancf 'alumni. The' affair, which was at the Garden Tea House, 
served as the occasiod for the, announcement of the list of. players to 
whom the coveted “G M W/^” are awarded, and after the list had/been 
read/ and the men who had played the requisite number of quarters to 
obtain the letter had been applauded, there were addresses by jtfte guests 
md members of the team, lauding the work which was done this past 
fall and predicting much success /for future George Washington elevens. 

Dr .Daniel LeRay Borden, better known to the boys as “Dan,” who 
was the prime mover in arranging the testimonial, was piaster of cere- 
monies, and with him at the head table were Hon. William Miller 
Collier, LL. D., president of the University; Merton L. Fersop, dean 
of the Caw School; Dr. W. C\ Borden, dead of the Medical School;, 
Mr. Samuel Hefrick, Mr. William Bruce King, .Mr. William S. Wash- 
bum, of the Board of Trustees; Mr. Elmer Lotus Kavser, secretary of 
the University; Mr. Bryaq Morse, director of student activities; Mr. 
Eugene Underwood, Jr., member of/the Boaixl of Managers; Caf>t. 
Harry Hawley, and Manager Russell I. Whyte. • v. • ' \ 

That the past football season, George 
Washington’s first in a number years, 
was a greater success than was antici- 
pated, and that it argues well for 
teams of the years to come was effec- 
tively brought out by those who spoke. 

As expressed by President Collier, who 
spoke for the deans and the faculty, 
many were the obstructions which be- 
set the team; it’s progress was frought 
with troubles, but it successfully met 
them all, and the memory of the 1920 
team will be a shining light for those 
in future years to look back upon. 

President Collier assured the team 
the further hearty support of the deans 
and the faculty, and he lauded the all- 
round work of Bryan Morse, .'who. be- 
sides being director of student activi- 
ties, handled' the coaching of the team. 

He expressed his confidence in the 
ability of Mr. Morse and also spoke an 
high appreciation of the efforts of Dr. 

Dan Borden, of the Board of Managers, 
who was one of those most instrumen- 
tal in keeping the team together and 
cheering up the flagging spirits during 
the inevitable dark days. 

Dr. Borden, who spoke next., dis-. 
counted the (congratulatory words 
which the president had bestowed on 
him, and said it was the indefat iguable 
efforts of everyone connected with the 
i earn that brought the season to so 
successful a conclusion. The fact that 
the greater number of the games .had 
been defeats could be overlooked with 
the thought in view that football at 
George Washington had again beefi 
placed on a firm basis, and prospects 
for 1921 made so bright. He pointed 
out the difficulties which Coach Morse 
and Manager Whyte met. and thanked 
Prof. McNemar aiid Lieut. Harmon for* 
their assistance in coachipg. 

Capt. Hawley spoke of the spirit and 
support shown by the alumni and trus- 
tees and expressed the opinion that 
they always will be ready to assist in 
bringing about a winning team. 

Mr. Davis, of the trustees, urged a 
continuance of the clean playing shown 
by George Washington this year. He 
also added a word in tribute to the 
girls of the University. 

Manager Whyte spoke of the busi- 
ness side of the team, and of the able 
cooperation and help given him by his 
assistants. 

The difficulties which the team faced 
from the very beginning were also 
brought out by Dean Fersort. He 
praised the spirit shown, commenting 
on the inability of the whole squad to 
get together more than twice a week 
fo t team practice, and then only at 
night. Bailey Sprlngston, of the team, 
later voiced a hope that next year’s 
conditions would be such that dally 
practice could be held. 

There were other speakers, too, Dean 
W. C. Borden, of the Medecil School, 
speaking of his pride in the team and 
calling for a greater University spirit. 

Mr. John Paul Earenst, of the Law 
School, spoke of football when he 
played the game at Gettysburg, and 
football at George Washington during 
the early years of the twentieth cen- 
tury.
